The Central Electronics 10A, which is a few steps the ancestor to the 100V, 
used the famous C.E. PS-1 plug-in audio phase shift unit. 


For what it's worth, the PS-1 uses four 1% resistors and four ceramic-base, 
mica compression trimmers across four molded red El-Menco micas. 


I have three PS-1's (two from Model A and B Slicers). Although I have not 
measured the phase shift vs. frequency response of them per se, they all 
seem very well matched to one another as they all produce closely the same 
performance (other sideband suppression, etc.) in my 10A (and slicers). 


And, no, I have xnotx touched any of the trimmers! Yet. 


P.S. Worth mentioning again, when attempting audio phasing adjustments, it 
is xveryx important to use only very low distortion sine waves. You want 
xonlyx a single frequency at a time to be applied to the unit for 
adjustment. 


Any distortion of a sine wave automatically means that other, extra 
frequencies are present & will muddy the waters. 


On DC thru the phase shift net... 


In the 10A (and 10B and probably the 20A), there's a transformer on the 
input side of the PS-1 audio phase shift network, so no DC's gonna flow 
there. 


The output of the PS-1 goes directly to the grids of a 12AT7, so unless 
it's >extremely< gassy, nil current, I think.

I've isolated the hum to the AVC/OFF/MVC switch. I used the original

to the audio or AVC circuits which also pass through that switch. The 
other possibility is wire to wire coupling in the harness. Yes, I made 
sure that the DC power wires only run to that switch and nowhere else.

Hi! 


Some time back, Barry Ornitz spoke on the subject of painting and 
paint chemistry--subjects about which he is far more knowledgeable than I am. 


But, having painted quite a few projects, I would like to add a few 
tips. On selection of spray paint, I have had *xvery* good luck with 
Rustoleum brand. It's a real enamel and dries xhard* and fairly 
rapidly. The downside is that you have to work from their stock 
colors--not too difficult with black (gloss, satin or flat, they've got 
‘em all!) but they don't have good matches for many of the classic 
commercial BA gear. 

On surface prep, the metal's got to be xclean.* Household ammonia is 
about the best degreaser I know of. For aluminium, sanding with fine 
paper followed by washing with water, alcohol, and (grocery store, you 
xdon't*x want the Real Stuff from a chem lab!) ammonia does a good job; 
galvanized sheet steel takes the same treatment, too, but go light on the 
sanding, you don't want to take the zinc off. A very light coat of 
primer goes on after that, and paint after, in a series of light coats. 

A very nice and BA-looking finish can be had by "painting wrong:" 
spray from some distance away (2-3 feet) and shake the can slightly, so 
the paint hits in bigger droplets. This takes several coats to build up 
but results in aa sort of spatter finish. It also helps conceal minor 
surface imperfections that would leap right out under a smooth, glossy 
paint job. (You can also do this by "stuttering" the spray valve but buy 
one of those snap-on can triggers for this trick, otherwise the stuff 
runs right down the can and all over your fingers!) 

If you do want shiny paint, flat black followed by a good xwaxingx 


after it is dry looks nicer (to me, anyhow) than gloss paint. 
(Dry-transfer labels and clear overcoat first, of course--sometimes the 
clear is all you need to make it shine, too, which also works on wrinkle 
finishes). 


On drying paint without making baked goods taste bad <grin>--for most 
small jobs, a home-made paint oven consisting of a heatlamp in a 
porcelian socket on an octagon box, in a largeish cardboard box with a 
coat-hanger wire grid to hold the work will do just fine--fancy types can 
add a "dial on a spear" thermometer and regulate temperature by opening 
and closing the box. You do need to maintain a foot or more between the 
lamp and the work, to ensure even heating, but done with care, this 
"disposable" paint oven will do a good job, even with crackle finishes! 

On crackle finishes, Barry spoke about "checking" of the paint from 
rapid temperature changes. This problem can be avoided by xneverx 
yanking the work right out of the oven after baking. Instead, turn the 
heatlamp off and let things cool down to room temperature before opening 
it up and pulling out the work to admire it. 

One warning about paint baking: let the work sit for several minutes 
before turing the heat source on! Fresh spray paint is "outgassing" 
quite a lot. (Probably declines on a capacitor-discharge kind of 
curve). This will lessen the fire risk and, I suspect, aids in getting a 
more even cure--you xdon'tx want to speed up a process that's already at 
full-bore, if that makes sense. 

You *xcanx help wrinkle paint cure faster by heating up the work a bit 
before painting--works on plain paint, too, but don't go overboard: my 
guess is this works by making the paint outgass faster, meaning more toxic 
fumes while painting...! (This appears to run counter to the previous 
paragraph, but the notion here is to just get the work xwarm,* not 
hot--say ten degrees F or so above room temp). 


Hope this is of some use.

>> Picked up a set of Drake B-twins recently. I got a manual 

>> copy but no schematic. The neon frequency control indicator 
>> doesn't seem to work on the receiver (I'm hoping I don't have

The "recommended" fix for this from Drake is to clip the 100K 
resistor that is in parallel with the NE-2E. The resistor is 

on the small vertical board under the PTO, parallel to the front 
panel. The configuration of this board varies with the version 
of the "B" involved, but the leads to the bulb are white, and 
disappear through the front wall of the chassis. 

Problem is that the firing voltage of the NE-2E increases with 
age. The bulb can be replaced without much trouble once you 
remove the front panel, but it is generally not necessary to 
replace it. Only problem with replacing the bulb is that "some" 
NE-2E's are too long physically to fit in the light shield. 


The transmitter modification is only necessary on the T-4X. 
The T-4XB has the control wiring standard.
